You th Is Hero 
Saving Mother 
In Knife Attack 


ASHINGTON. March 25.—(UP) 
—Secretary of State Hull in­ 
dicated today that the ques­ 
tion of whether the United States 
would diecuae war 
debt 
rev ision 
ith defaulting countries euch a* 
Prance wa t being held open for the 
present. 
Tn clear u p what he regarded as 
a m isu nderstanding in some qu ar­ 
ters. lie stated : 
"As to the governm ents tha t are 
in defau lt or have deferred their 
paym ents 
on 
the 
Inter-govern- 
m ental debts, I cannot say at the 
present tim e that we wou ld sit in 
with those governm ents in fu tu re 
discu ssions of the debts." 
At the sam e tim e. Hu ll made It 
clear that he w as anxiou s to ob­ 
tain the cooperation of all govern­ 
m ents, regardless of their statu » 
i* debtor» in preparation for the 
world economic conference. 
His statem ent m arked a shift in 
policy 'rom the Hoover adininletra 
tion. 
Althou gh it made no form al 
statem ent the Hoover adm lnistia 
tion closed the door on debt dis­ 
cu ssions w ith the defau lters u ntil 
they had paid their installm ents 
du e lost IH-cember 15. 
The pres 
ent secretary leaves the door open, 
at least for a while. 
The effect of 
this 
policy, 
in ­ 
formed 
qu arters 
believed, 
wou ld 
be to encou rage 
F rance to seek 
some agreem ent with the U nited 
¡States on paym ent of its defau lt 
installm ent and revision of its debt. 
The way seemed open for a prefer 
of cooperation on low ering tariffs 
in retu rn for debt concessions.

that the discu ssion of tariffs and 
other economic m atters wou ld be 
kept separate from that of debts.

Im position of new tariffs in cer­ 
tain cou ntries, he 
added, 
su pply 
strong reasoning for an in tern a­ 
tional aw akening as to the seriou s­ 
ness of the emergency.

that any teacher can have to pres­ 
ent to his pupil*, and they have 
given to aD who are still students

contemplation. But the 
quarter s 
lessons have given us even 
more 
than that. 
They have not only supplied pre­ 
cepts and principles, but they have 
act before us a 
great 
example. 
They have given us chapters in 
the story of the life of 
a 
man 
whose supreme business it was In 
|life to go about doing good, 
and 
V h o in the sublim e quality of his 
own life and character became for 
the world an incarnation of 
good 
an expression to men of all that 
they rail divine. 


One cannot but lay stress 
upon 
the earthly nature of this story. 
How Intimately 
and 
directly 
it 
touches our human lives! We are 
dealing here with the things that 
reach to the 
utterm ost 
heavens. 
We are In touch with all that is 
best In the soul of the untverse, 
and yet It Is all presented to us In 
so direct and simple a way. It is 
nil expressed so finely In terras of 
deeds, that It cornea right into the 
realm of our dally life, and there 
Is no man, be he learned 
or 
Ig­ 
norant, who 
would 
really 
take 
these things into 
his 
soul 
and 
strive to follow them in his words 
and deeds who will not find the 
way. 
We m iss the fin e’ understand­ 
ing of the teaching of Je su s not 


because It is intricate or difficult, 
but because qf our unwillingness to 
take it all and test It In the prac­ 
tice of our lives. It would, how 
ever, be a mistake to say that the 
teaching is atm yh in all its «PT'ii- | 
cations.

The trouhle Is that too 
> ften we 
spend so much of our time tn d is­

problems

or 
laying hold upon the simple prtn- ! 
clple that might solve them and 
applying it in the simple way 
of 
meeting the 
task 
and 
situation 
nearest at hand in the 
spirit 
of 
Jesu s, and then golnr on to ex 
tend that action to take In larger 
relationships. 
We have seen Jesu s in these les 
sons as the great Teacher and the 
great Healer, but above all as the 
great, Savior—the man bringing to 
men the conscious power of 
for­ 
giveness and the reality of 
sa lv a ­ 
tion. He is not only an example to 
the world, but he is an adequate 
example, for he touches life at ev­ 
ery point where life needs 
to 
be 
touched for its enrichment and Its 
redemption.
